was the second witm ss. His wife, the 
other plaintiff, was unable to be in 
court because of illness, he said. 
Mr. Harris testified his son was born 
February IO, 191s, and was killed Sep­ 
tember 24. 1936. He was unmarried, 
and was employed as a helper by Mr. 
B urrill He received $5 per trip. 
"His average earnings were $15 a 
week and tie gave all his wages to his 
mother." said the father. 
Mr. Harris, who is a moulder, testi­ 
fied his wife, Mrs. Harris, paid 25 cents 
a week for their son’s insurance. He 
estimated that his son spent $1 a week 
for clothing.

Minshall. Chester 
under­ 
taker, testified that his bill amounted 
to $545, and that the cost of a lot in a 
cemetery was $125. John Ross. who 
represented the plaintiffs, and Webster 
8. Achey. who represents the defend­ 
ants, agreed that the claim be reduced 
to one-third of $125 because the lot 
will accommodate two other graves. 
Corporal R. D. Evans, of the South
